To  nil  siicli  I 
otTcr  this  Kev.  in  wliicli  tlu"  s|nM'it's  arc  iiiT:in;.nil  in  iiroiips  ncconlinir  to  si/«',  snid 
lii'licvi-  it  will  cniiMt'  any  one  nnfaniiliar  witli  birds  to  identify  witli  comparative  ease 
aiiv  species  of  oiii'  North  .\nierican  Shore  llirds. 

JJirdH  vary  so  nnicli  in  si/e  tliat  llie  li'iiijl/i  of  any  one  specimen  cannot  l-e  accepted 
an  a  standard  for  others  of  the  same  species.  The  len<j;th  measnre  is,  nevertheless, 
of  vaine  to  enable  ns  to  form  an  approximate  idesi  of  the  si/e  of  the  liird.  'I'he  leiijitli 
of  the  irni(i  is.  however,  mneh  less  variable,  and  is  an  important  aid  to  the  identitiea- 
tion  of  many  species.  In  fact,  the  variation  is  so  small  and  constant  that,  allowin}: 
for  possible  extremes,  they  may  be  arranjred  in  ^ronps  accordin;r  to  lenjrth  of  winji. 
The  i<lentilieatioii  of  any  species  then  becomes  a  very  sinijile  matter,  as  usually  the 
birds  contained  in  each  <iroiip  are  so  few  in  nnndier  that  characteristic  differences  in 
oacli  species  are  easily  indicated. 

Let  ns  assume,  for  example,  we  have  before  us  a  bird  which  we  wish  to  identify. 
Wo  first  measure  the  winjj;  (see  directions  for  measurements,  illustrated,  pa<ie  7).  We 
litid  the  wiufj;  measures  nine  inches  lony;.  We  m)W  turn  to  the  '-Index  to  Key" 
(pa<re  12),  and  tind  that  (iroup  0  contains  birds  haviiifi-  the  win«>'  measuriuff  from  nine 
to  twelve  inches  lon«;,  and  is  dividi-d  into  three  sections;  Sections  1  and  2  compris- 
iii"'  l)irds  havinji  four  toes,  and  Se<'tion  .'>,  birds  with  three  toes,  (hir  bird  has  four 
toes,  so  we  U>ok  for  it  under  Section  1  or  2.  We  lind  that  birds  under  Section  1  have 
the  bill  curved  downward,  and  Itirds  under  Section  2  have  tiie  bill  curved  upward,  or 
nearly  straight.  Our  bird  has  the  bill  curved  downward.  We  therefore  look  for  it 
under  Section  1 .  We  find  but  two  birds  included  under  Section  1  ;  one  with  axillars 
reddish  brown,  marked  with  black,  and  the  other  having  the  axillars  banded  with  slaty 
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brown  ond  dull  white.  As  the  bird  before  us  has  slaty  browu  axMUars  banded  with 
dull  white,  it  must  be  tlie  Hudsonian  Curlew,  Xumetu'iis  hiKlsoiiinin.  The  axillary 
plumes  are  often  a  very  important  aid  in  determininjf  ii  si)eeies.  and  the  hefjinner 
shoidd  learn  where  to  look  for  tiiem  and  to  recognize  them  at  a  glance.  (See  cut, 
page  10.) 

All  measurements  of  birds  are  given  in  inches  and  fractions  of  an  inch.  The 
following  diagrams  will  illustrate  iiow  a  bird  siiould  l»e  measinvd.  and  tlie  clnirt  (page 
10)  will  lie  useful  to  tiie  young  student  of  ornithology  wiio  may  not  l)c  familiar  with 
the  technical  terms  used  in  describing  birds.  Sucii  terms  as  i)rimaries  and  axiilars 
should  i)e  learned  at  once.  It  is  customary  to  indicate  the  sexes  \>\  the  signs  of 
Mars  and  Venus;  the  male,  of  course,  being  given  that  of  Mars,  $,  and  the  fenude, 
Venus,  9 . 

In  preparing  the  Key,  a  large  number  of  birds  were  examined  and  measured.  In 
this  connection,  my  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  .1.  A.  Allen,  of  the  .Vmerican  .Museum  of 
Natural  History;  and  to  .Mr.  Robert  Kidgway,  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  for  the 
loan  of  many  specimens  for  examination;  and  especially  to  Mr.  William  Hrewster, 
for  free  access  to  his  magnilicent  collection  in  Cambridge.

Tlu'  Xortlioni  IMialiiropo  is  anotluM-  of  our  niiiritiiuo  species,  at  times  not 
uiu'oinmoii  iilon<x  our  eoast.  It  occurs  on  tiie  Pacific  coast  as  well  .as  on  tiie 
Atlantic  side,  and  is  coiniuon  and  lireeds  aiiiono-  tlie  islands  of  Helirino-  Sea. 
It  is  rather  a  more  southern  species  than  the  iirecedino-,  and  wanders  in 
winter  as  far  south  as  the  ^Middle  States,  and  to  Mexico  on  the  Pacitic  side. 
It  occurs  in  the  interior,  Iteiu"-  not  uncominon  on  some  of  our  large  inland 
lakes.  It  swims  easily  and  gracefully  and  is  very  much  at  home  in  the  water 
on  account  of  its  wchhed  feet.  The  male  of  this  sjiecies,  as  in  the  other  Pha- 
lar()|)es,  is  smaller  than  the  female  and  not  so  highly  colored  ;  he  also  takes 
upon  himself  many  domestic  duties  usually  assumed  by  the  female;  he  sets  on 
the  nest,  contrary  to  the  usual  custom,  and  devotes  himself  to  the  young  chicks. 
The  etiiTs  are  usually  three  or  four,  and  are  gray  or  grayish,  l)lotchcd  with 
chocolate  l»rown.  The  nest,  which  is  built  on  the  ground,  is  usually  composed 
of  a  little  grass  or  moss.

The  English  Snipe,  or  Wilson's  Snipe,  is  one  of  our  best  known  game  birds 
and  is  very  abundant  in  suitable  localities  dtiring  the  migrations.
